Th« Jndgei of the United States Su- 
preme Court — what a jolJy old Bet. 
There v, aB the Chief Jtistice, with iron- 
graj hair, thick nod itiff, and whiBken 
jnat the same, a big cose and a big 
mouth, wrapped in his black silk gown, 
but looking verv like a Chief Joatice. 
But he attends to his bnsinest, leftTes 
politics to the dogs, and is respected by 
his associates. On his right, oldest in 
commission of any one on the bench, is 
Jnstice Miller, round and fat, and sixty- 
four, a little bald and closely-shaven 
face. On the bench he is as cross as a 
hatohet, for he hates eironmlooation and 
shams (and half the bar is made np of 
them); bnt off the bench he is as jolly, 
and kind, acd gentle aa any man you 
ever saw. He has been regarded for ten 
years as the ablest man on the boncli. 
The three last appointments on the 
bench may change this, bnt I donbt it. 

On the Chief Ja&tice*s left is Justice 
Field, appointed as a R^^publican, but 
noT a JJemocrat. He is tall, bald- 
1k luled, spectacled, fiUl-bearded, with a 
•Te'vish cast of c nt.t-eufince. Smart he 
is, too, OS all the Fiel Js are. He writes 
strong opinions, and i,-^ popular. He isft 
most entertaining c jmpauion and a 
great traveler and srliolar. Drink ? Yes, 
once in a while. Miller and Field, re- 
spectively, are the two oldest Judges in 
commission on the bench. J ustice Brad- 
ley is the next in point of raak — thin, 
refined, close-shaven, gray haired, ju- 
dicially-looking old gentleman, who 
doesn't seem to have much to say to any 
one. Justice Harlan, fooith in rank 
(excepting, of oonrse, the Chief Jus- 
tice'), ifl a specimen Kt?ntuckian — a giant 
in his way. Big body, big head, big 
hands, big feet, long legs, long arms, 
and long-headed, without a donbt. He 
is* at least six feet six inches in bight. 
He rents a furnished house from a friend 
of mine, and my friend has to have made 
especially for the great Eentuckian, a 
nine-fofjt bedstead, with mattresses, blan- 
kets, sheets, etc., to correspond, and 
idso one for the son of the Judge, Vrho 
is OS tall. Judge Harlan was a strong 
acquisition to the bench, and is popular 
on thebeneh and off. Chew ioMcco, 
did you say? Well, I should think so, 
and he knows a glass of Bourbon when 
he tastes it. There is nut much known 
of Justice Woodk He is a grizzly, 
slouching man, whose jxirsonal bearing 
and appearance are not at all striking. 
He is a Judge by appointment, bnt he 
doesn't look like one. Justice Stanley 
Matthews is built on a big model, phys- 
ically and mentollv. As an intellectual 
foroehe soaroelynas a superior on the 
bench. He is quiet in his iutercjurse, 
and does not seem to care to extend his 
aconaintance. Justice Gray is a tall, 
white-heeded, jieppery old Ijachelor, who 
snaps up everybo<ly, and had rather 
quarrel than win a cause. When he 
ftrst came on the bench here he was 
nearly killed with heavy eating and 
drinking, but that time is over. As the 
old Judges are very tenacious of the 
rights of seniors, be is not likely to be 
popular. Justice Blatchford, the last 
appointment, looks like Oeeorge W. 
Cnilds, and is, therefore, clean, genial, 
afliable, well dressed, and kindly na-

Thesdbject of food adulteration opens 
up an infinite field of discupsion, 
and there is much to be said for and 
against it. The butt«rine factory in this 
city, which has just decltrod a dividend 
of 10 percent, reveals the fact that an 
extenaive business has been carried on 
the past year in the manufacture and 
sale of an imitation of butter; but while 
butterine can not be called an adulter- 
ated article of food, nevertheless there 
can be no doubt that thousands of peo- 
ple are daily buying the article under 
the impression that it is genuine butter. 
And in this connection we will say that 
from practical knowledge of the mode of 
manufacture, we would infinitely prefer 
oleomargerine to rancid butter, and will 
readily concede its superior healthful- 
ness; and yet the business — although 
the company sells its product as butter- 
ine — supplies the retailer with means of 
deception, and practically results in 
giving to the consumer, perhaps in a 
majority of instances, that which he did

We devoutly hope thet the abore style 

of garment will not Ijecome the proper 
thing in dress. Nature Imsnot epeciallv 
debiguated us as the proper figure to fill 
ont a pair of knee breeches, and an all-
